E^oh technical sohool oonduots refresher courses in whioh officers are acquainted 
with the latest equipment and techniques. Instruction in these sohools is very 
good because most of the faculty have reooived special training in methods of 
instruction. In addition, any commanding offloer who has personnel who would 
be specially-qualified instructors may set up suoh schools in his organization 
as he feels desirable. 


Offioers receive no formal training in partisan warfare, but all line officers 
(communications officers included) are trained to command small independent 
units and in the employment of sabotage and propaganda. Communications vrithin 
partisan foroes are largely by means of messenger, since other methods are 
vulnerable to interception. Radio is used to communicate between partisan 
units and the Soviet Army when they are separated by hostile troops; very 
little wire communication is usod. All partisan activities, including communi- 
cations, are on a military basis. So far as is known, these units do not hare 
any equipment designed especially for partisan uso.

Leningrad - Radio reoel ver station looatod at Sosnovaya Polyana in the southwest 
suberba of Leningrad (b9°50'K 30°08'E). This area oonsists of two antenna fields, 
oaoh a little less than a kilometer square, with a building between them; equipment 
of an unknown type was housed in the building. Antennas are of the umbrella type, 
with oentors 30-40 m high, This station is heavily guarded, and it lies in a security 
zone which borders the Gulf of Finland. The Communioati ons Sohool for the Soviet Army 
is in Leningrad on Soviet Avenue near the Smolensk Palaoe; it is a very large 
building, occupying an entire block.

Jamming on a tactical level is done by the rogular field radio sots issued to the 
communications trooos. 


Jammi n g is handled on tho taotical level by the Army, and on. a hirhor level by the MGB. 


Normally jamming uses bagpipes, sirens, bells, sirons, noise, tone, and words; possibly 
phonograph records are used to produce those offoots. False messages are also used to 
oonfuse tho enemy. Special effort is mado to jam enemy air-ground radio during bombing 
attacks and during static situations when the enemy's radio load is heavy; it is never 
done during a Soviet attack. Inductive jamming is used to interfere with’ enemy wire lines. 
During peaoetime, troops practioe against VOA and BBC broadcasts.

Coirmuntaatlons” ), 


Approximately 10 - 15 % of the minor government officials have telephones. Servioe ie 

adequate for important personages and a bare minimum of traffio. Measured by Soviet 

standards, it fulfills its purpose. Communications within large cities are fair, except 

that portions of automatio telephone exchanges are often out of order. Outside of large 50X1 -HUM 

cities, communications beoorae progressively worse and are practically nil in rural areas. 


At present civil communications in the USSR are operated on a military basis, using 
military organization and techniques, so transition to military oontrol would be superfi- 
cial. In addition, the final control of all communications, both military and civil, is 
exercised by the 14GB, so any shifting of responsibilities would merely bo an administrative 
procedure. 


Both military and civil aircraft are under rigid PVO oontrol at all times that they are 
in the air. The PVO is primarily ooncornod with the prevention of o 3 oape from the USSR 
J ” the detection of invading aircraft appears to be of only secondary Importance.
